DEATH-RA'l'E. 

I he  deaths  registered  are  24,  14  males  and  10  females,  gi\  ing 
a death-rate  of  11-4  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Deducting  the 
deaths  of  non-residents  and  adding  the  deaths  of  residents"  who 
ha\e  died  outside  the  District  we  get  a rate  of  10-5.  In  1913  it 
was  12-9.  1 he  rate  for  iLiigland  and  Wales  is  13-3. 

I he  inlantile  mortality  per  1,000  births  registered  is  84; 
higher  than  it  has  been  for  some  years.  In  1913  it  was  70.  For 
hmgland  and  Wales  the  rate  is  93.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  -4.

CASKS  RKPORTEl)  UNDER  THE  NOTIFICATION  OF 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  ACT. 

Diphtheria,  7;  Erysipelas,  i;  Scarlet  Fever,  4;  Phthisis,  i. 
No  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  reported  in  the  District  for 
over  3 years.  'Phis  is  highly  satisfactory. 

Diphtiieki.v  (7  cases). — The  first  case  was  reported  on 
March  30th  at  Dringhouses.  .Apart  from  a defective  sink  there 
was  no  apparent  cause  for  the  outbreak ; the  ca.se  was  isolated  at 
home.  'I'he  following  four  occurred  in  a farm-house  at  .Acaster 
Malbis.  Here,  too,  there  was  an  insanitary  sink  and  a defective 
drain.  Both  sinks  were  replaced  by  glazed  ones,  and  the  defect 
in  the  drain  made  good.  The  four  patients  were  all  treated  at 
home.  There  were  two  notified  in  a cottage  at  Dringhouses 
during  October.  They  were  removed  to  the  .Acomb  Isolation 
Hospital;  here  the  history  was  quite  indefinite. 

ScAKLET  Fever  (4  cases). — The  first  case  was  that  of  a woman 
in  the  North  Eastern  Terrace,  Dringhoiuses  , which  occurred  early 
• in  the  year.  .V  fe^\•  weeks  previously  they  had  had  Scarlet  Fever 
in  the  house.  Fhe  .second  occurred  at  Bishopthorpe,  a boy  6 years 
of  age.  The  third  ca.se  was  notified  on  .August  8th  at  Dringhouses. 
In  both  instanc'es  the  Fever  was  imported.  'The  fourth,  a child, 
a very  mild  ca.se,  occurred  at  .Askham  Richard.  Here  the  origin 
could  not  be  definitely  traced.  The  last  case  was  isolated  at  home, 
the  others  at  the  .Acomb  Esolation  Hospital.  The  case  of 
Erysipelas  occurred  at  .Askham  Richard. 

Tubekcllosis  (i  case). — .A  girl  aged  14  years  at  Copman- 
thorpe.  On  my  visit  1 found  every  care  and  attention  was  being 
given  to  her,  and  the  house,  a new  one,  was  in  a healthy  sanitary 
condition. 

Procedure  as  to  Disi.veectixg  of  Infected  Houses,  &c. — 
\\'here  advisable,  all  infectious  cases,  apart  from  Tuberculosis, 
are  removed  to  the  .Acomb  Isolation  Hospital  as  early  as  possible. 
The  houses  are  thoroughly  stoved  with  Formalin  or  Sulphur,  and 
all  infected  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  removed  to  the  A’ork  Steam 
Disinfector  for  purification.  .Antitoxin  is  supplied  bv  the  Council 
free  to  the  medical  men  requiring  it. 

CLOSURE  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Bishopthorpe  School  was  closed  from  .April  20th  to  Mav  ist 
for  an  epidemic  of  Mumps.  Dringhou.ses  School  (Infants’  Dept.) 
was  closed  from  .April  20th  to  May  ist  for  an  epidemic  of  Mumps. 
Dringhou.ses  .School  was  closed  from  June  23rd  to  July  14th  for 
an  epidemic  of  Chicken  Pox.  Bishopthorpe  School  was  closed 
from  July  13th  to  31st  for  an  epidemic  of  Measles,  .\skham 
Richard  .School  was  closed  from  .September  28th  to  October  19th 
for  an  epidemic  of  M'hooping  Cough. 
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THI<:  WATER  SUPPLY  OF  THE  DISTRlC'l'. 

'I'ho  whole  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  ol  Acaster 
Malbis,  is  adequately  supplied  with  a good  and  wholesome  drink- 
ing water.

On  April  20th  Public  Scavenging  was  adopted  for  Copman- 
thorpe.  It  is  having  excellent  results,  and  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  inhabitants.  1 hope  shortly  the  Council  will  undertake 
this  work  at  Bishopthorpe,  and,  in  fact,  the  whole  District.  It 
would  be  of  inestimable  \'alue  to  the  health  of  the  Inhabitants.
